1962. 

Populat ion 


The  Registrar  G-e:ier^ls  3  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population  was 
4,680  which  was  an  increase  of  110  over  that  of  the  previous  year.

The  number  of  live  births  was  82  (38  M.  44  F.)  which  was  an  increase 
of  18' ever  that  of  the  previous  year  and  the  corresponding  crude  birth 
pate  was  1 1 . 51>  wnen  adjusted,  however,  by  the  Registrar  General* s  Comparability 
Factor  which  is  computed  from  a  population  standardised  for  age  and  sex 
distribution  and  allows  comparison  with  other  Districts  the  crude  rate 
becomes  20*14  and  was  rather  higher  than  that  of  lo.O  for  England  and  Wales. 

Stillbirth s  and  Rate 

No  stillbirths  were  registered  and  the  stillbirth  rate  was  accordingly 
nil  in  comparison  with  that  of  18.1  for  England  and  Wales. 

Infant  Death s_and  Mori .  -lity  Rate 

Two  infant  de  Ahs  were  registered  due  to:- 

(i)  Prematurity  -  4  days 

(ii)  Acute  tracheo-b.ronchitis  -  3  months 

The  Infantile  mortality  rate  was  accordingly  24*39  compared  with  that 
of  21.4  for  England  and  Wales. 


(The  above  figures  are  however  too  small  to  provide  valid  comparative 
rates) . 

The  hard  core  of  causes  of  Perinatal  Mortality  (i.e.  stillbirths  and 
infant  deaths  under  one  week  of  age)  is  prematurity,  asphyxia  and  atalectasis, 
birth  injuries  and  congenital  malformations  and  the  most  important  maternal 
factor  is  toxaemia  of  pregnancy.

This  rate  was  nil,  a.s  there  were  no  deaths  due  to  Pregnancy, 

Childbirth  and  Abortion,  and  signifies  the  high  standard  of  modern  obstetric

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  censes  was  52  (pi  M.  21  F.)  and  the 
corresponding  crude  d  ith  rate  was  12.l8j  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar 
General ‘  s  Cem'oar ability  Fa'  tor  v/ni.ch  is  computed  from  a  population  standardised 
for  age  and  sex  din bributicn  and  affords  comparison  with  other  Districts, 
the  adjusted  rate  was  11.21  in  comparison  with  that  of  12.0  for  England  and 
Wales* 
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the  majority  of  the  deaths  were  amongst  the  aged  from  natural  causes, 
namely.  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Vascular  lesions  of  the  Nervous 
System;  of  those  there  were  37- 

Disease  of  the  Coronary  Artery  of  the  Heart  was  the  cause  of  ten  of 
those  deaths.  The  number  of  deaths  was  in  the  following  age  groups, 

3  between  31  and  60  years;  1  between  6l  and  70  years;  3  between  71  and 
80  years;  1  over  80  years.  The  majority  of  deaths  were  between  71  and 
80  years  and  it  is  probable  that  degenerative  processes  are  the  most 
important  factor  in  causation. 

Cancer  was  the  cause  of  9  deaths.  Complete  cure  could  be  effected 
if  a  diagnosis  were  made  at  a  reasonably  early  stage,  but  delay  by  patients 
particularly  by  the  elderly  in  seeking  medical  advice  is  one  of  the  most 
common  factors  associated  with  late  diagnosis. 

Cancer  of  the  Lung  was  the  cause  of  2  deaths  -  males  aged  62  anu  73 
years.  The  mortality  from  Lung  Cancer  is  higher  than  from  the  majority 
of  other  groups  of  Cancer  which  are  less  difficult  to  diagnosis  and  more 
accessible  to  surgical  and  radiological  treatment. 

The  other  causes  of  death  were  miscellaneous  and  there  was  no 
exceptional  mortality.

The  Infectious  Diseases 

The  incidence  of  *  .otif iable  Infectious  Diseases  was  minimal  throughout 
the  year. 

There  was  no  serious  infection  such  as  Poliomyelitis,  Diphtheria, 
Enteric  Fever,  Meningitis  etc... 

Measles 

This  was  a  non-epidemic  year,  only  one  case  having  been  notified. 

The  virus,  however,  is  always  present  amongst  children  and  outbreaks  occur 
when  a  sufficient  number  of  children  ha,s  accumulated.  Its  more  serious 
complications  namely  Broncho-pneumonia  and  Acut e  Otitis  Media  are  not 
common  to-day,  but  when  they  do  occur,  treatment  by  the  Sulpha  drugs  or 
Antibiotics  is  usually  specific.  Occasionally  Acute  Encephalitis  is  seen 
during  an  epidemic.

Also,  only  one  case  of  this  infection  was  notified,  and  the  fact 
that  there  v/as  no  outbreak  was  in  all  probability  due  to  the  barrier 
created  by  preventive  vaccination  —  against  a  disease  which  in  past  years 
has  caused  much  chronic  lung  damage  and  innumerable  deaths  amongst 
inf  ant  s . 

Food  Poi soning 

Three  children  in  the  same  family  were  notified  as  suffering  from 
Salmonella  typhi-murium  food  poisoning  but  it  was  not  possible  to  trace 
the  source  of  the  Salmonellae  as  none  of  the  suspected  food  was  available  for 
bacteriologiced  examination. 

Acute  Primary _or  Influeiigad  Pneumonia 

Five  patients  suffering  from  this  illness  were  notified.  Including 
the  secondary  Pneumonias  which  are  not  notifiable,  there  we re  four  deaths. 

There  was  no  other  case  of  notifiable  Infectious  Disease. 

Tuberculosis 


No  new  case  of  Respirr  Ary  or  of  non-Re spir at ory  Tuberculosis  was 
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notified  during  the  year,  a  fact  which  is  noteworthy  to  record. 

Also  there  was  no  death  which  is  a  reflection  of  the  efficacy 
of  modern  treatment. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  state  that  the  Public  Health  of  the  District 
was  very  satisfactory  throughout  the  year  and  I  would  like  to  take 
this  opportunity  of  thanking  you  for  your  interest  and  also  the  staff 
for  their  efficiency  and  co-operation.
